We have received the following 
for publicatioa:— . 

Sir:-—I am rather - surprised 
that the Government has agreed 
to the “Finest Site” being 
utilised for the War Memorial. 
This site can be ~realis- 
ed to-day for approximately 
$800,000, andi: is proposed to 
expend $390,000 forihe memorial. 
Jus: think of a simple and 
dignified war memorial at a cost 
of $1,100,000, when there is an 
urgent need of a hospital in 
Kowloon and more houses! 

We all know that the Govern- 
ments’ housing scheme in Kow- 
loon has been shelved pending 
the conélusion of the litigation 
reparding the shipping control. 
In the meantime, the housing 
situation hes increased in interi- 
sity. No definite pronouncement 
has yet been made .by the 
Government regarding the erec- 
tion of the much-needed hospital 
in Kowloon, and I may presume 
with safe y thatthe only-cause 
of the delay.is lack of money. 
\Then why notrealise the “Fines: 
site’’? By this means commercial 
expansion, which at present is 
reterded. will be appreciably 
assisted,’ the housing problem will 
be solved to a certain extent. 

+ Kowloon can have a’ well con-

THE 1920 GIRL. 


COMPETITION FOR "THE 
ELUSIVE MALE." 


Dr, R_Murray-Leslie delivered 
a lecture recently at the Institute 
of Hygiene, Devonshire-street, 
W., on the subject of the dis: 
proportion of tha sexes. He said 
that there could be no real social 
rest without feminine content- 
ment, and, in our own country, 
where women formed the bulk of 
the population, the effect of their 
sex preponderance seemed to be 
almost wholly injurious and to 
have little compensating advant- 
age. 

SThe female excess. was greater 
in Great Britain than elsewHere, 
andthe war had aggravated this 
disturbing factor, because the 
men who had fallen all belonged 
to-the age-group which represent- 
ed either potential or actual 
husbands and fathers. There 
were now over 1,000,000 excess 
females of reproductive age. 

‘The social effects of sex dis- 
proportion were demonstrated 
in the crumbling of the old 
ethical standards. The freedom 
of the modern independent girl 
from the . supervision’ of her. 
parents; the tendency to rebel 
against disciplineand convention- 
altrammels; the cry of pleasure 
for pleasure’s sake—all these 
tended to the encouragement cf 
a lowered standard of morality. 
It was noteworthy that in Ireland 
the illegitimate birth-rate was 
far lower than in any other 
country in Europe, a fact that 
Tight be attributed to the ap- 
proximate numerical équality of 
thesexes in thatcountry, twas in 
regard to marriage and family 
life that femaie preponderance 
was playing the most important 
part. Never had there been so 
many unhappy.marriages. Many 


| martied women were demanding 
J divorce’by mutual consent, as it 
was contended that.the present 


rigid law condemned many to 
the'society of an utterly uncon- 
while married 
men often sought . happier 
relations among the numerous 
unattached women. Speaking 
from his.own medical experience. 
he had no hesitation in saying 
that much of the _ existing 
unhappiness was traceable to 
clandestine relations between 
young women and married men. 

Female preponderance resulted 
in a large and increasing number 
of the physically and intellectual- 
ly fittést women in the country 
being forced ‘into the labour 
market, while less ~provident 
women of the unskilled workers’ 
class married and had large 
families. The nation was thus 
deprived Of the best potential 
mothers, and the birth-rate was 
smallest in the best elements of 
the poprlation. ° 

Inereasing friendship between 
the sexes had undoubtedly in- 
creased the waman’s power of son 
selection, and. with a greater 


sense of personality, sh& was pro- [| 


bably better fitted ta be a mate-- 
selector. , She would have op- 
portunity this year, although 
there was some justification for 
the yodng lady who remarked 
that in view of the great scarcity 
of bachelors this year and their 
low percentage of eligibility, this 
leap year’s privilege was not 
worth having. 


SCCIAL BUTTERFLIBS. 


An extraordinary diversity of 
type had emerged:as a direct 
outcome of sex' disproportion. 
The domestic type still formed 


| the bulk in the industrial classes, 


but was becoming rarer in the 
so-called middle and upper 
classes) The social butterfly 
type had probably never been 
sO prevalert as at present. ‘It 
comprised tle frivolous, ‘scantily- 
clad, jezzing flapper;irresponsible 
and undisciplined, to whom a 
dance, new hat, or a man with a 
car, were of more importance than 


thefate of nations. 


The type con- 
tained a large proportion of 
physically attractive girls with 
strong reproductive instincts, and 
they were ever vying and compet- 
ing with each other forthe scarce 
and elusive’ male. In many 
casés they strove by means of 
dress, or the lack of it, to appeal 
to man's lower nature instead of 
exercising the power to elevate 
hisideals, Young men had dance 
invitations four and five deep, 
and our boys and young men 
were being spoilt before our, 
eyes, 

The intellectual type, repre- 
sented’ by the professional 


workers, married in very small] 
.| Proportion, but to them was due 


diiving- force that secured 
amelioration of the conditions of 


Semployment ef their sex, and it 


was they who influenced legisla- 
tion -designed to safeguard 
maternity and to promote 
child-welfare. Racially it was 
the intelligent type that 
was most important and best 
fitted to undertake the present 
complex responsibilities of mar. 
Tiage. There was a great differ. 
ence between intellectuality and 
intelligence. The purely intel- 
lectual woman was, usually, not 
setually attractive.. but the in- 
telligent woman was well read 
and in touch with now move- 
ments,- while she” equally ap- 
preciated the charms of dress, 
refinement. and other social] 
amenities. 


TOO FEW BOY BABIES. 


Turning to consideration of the 
ramedies, the lecturer suggested, 
as afruitful subject for study. an 
investigation of the curious fact 
thata smaller proportion of boy 
babies is born in-England than in 
other European countries. There 
were supporters of polygamy wha 
argued that the modern civilized 
man needed one woman as his 
intellectual companion and an- 
other to be the mother of his 
children. But this proffered 
solution of the problem m-ght be 
dismissed with some contempr. 
The real need was,to educate 
girlsin a way te develop equally 
their emotional and intellectual 
natures. The great problem 
was, how to save the 
boy babies and to lower the 
maledeath rate, The most im- 
mediately practical method of 
reducing female preponderance 
was the encouragement of female 
emigration. Ourland girls were 
fine, healthy specimens ot wo- 
manhood who should be most 
valuable as wives in the colonies. 

“Why no* adopt boy babies?” 
asked the lecturer. There were 
many middle-aged people without 
children who shrank from the 
prospect of having no share in the 
future. He therefere suggsted the 
adoption of boy babies by women 
of the leisured classes, as a 
measure of personal and of 
natidnal benefit. 


CATHEDRAL SCENE. 


Adispute in-Nottingham Roman 
Catholic Cathedral during the 
celebration of Mass led to John 
Simpson. of the Salesian School, 
Farnborough, being summoned 
recently for assaulting Leonard 
Truman. Sigipson, who is study- 
ing'for the Church, was spending 
2 holiday at Nottingham” on 
January 4. Evidence was given 
that he assisted at the service, 
one of his duties being to hold a 
candle whilst the Bishop of Not- 
Singham. Dr. Dunn, performed 
partofthe ritual. Truman took 
offence at his demeancur, and 
told simpson to-put the’ candle 
down. To avoid-trouble, Simpson 
complied. Both youths adjourned 
to the vestry, where a further 
dispute -took place, and. tha as- 
saultwas alleged to have been 
committed.

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JUTLAND BATTLE. 


GERMAN’S GRAPHIC 
: STORY. : 


London, February 11.—Com- 
mander von Hase, senior gunnery 
officer of the German battle 
cruiser Derflinger (28,000 tons) 
has published a book in Berlin, 
giving details of the Jutland 
battle from the Hun paint of view. 

He says the battle was an 
entirely fortuitousone. The Ger- 
man High Sea Fleet went to sea 
to cover a big raid on British 
shipping, but it did not expect to 
see the British Grand Fleet. 

The Derflinger concentrated 
her fire on the Queen Marcy. 
When the range opened to 19,000 
yards, the German guns were 
outranged, and when the vessels 
closed in again the Indefatigable 
was blown up by the Von der 
Tann’s fire. 

The writer paysa high tribute 
to the superb gunnery of. the 
Queen Mary. She was firing 
full salvoes at a fabulous speed 
till she blew up under the 
Derflinger salvoes. 

Then four vessels of the Quee 
Elizabeth type arrived, and their 
fifteen inch gunshad a tremen- 
dous effect. These four at o 
time engaged the hole- German 
Fleet. 

Twilight found the Germans 
half encircled by the ‘British, so 
the battle cruisers and torpedo 
boats were ordered to “charge’’ 
the enemy to cover the retreat of 
the rest of the fleet. , 

The Derflinger, which was 
leading the battle cruisers, met 
with a veritable , 
fire. Shell after shell crash- 
ed irto her, and the flames pene- 
trated to her ammunition room. 
Fortunately for her the cartridges 
only burned and'did not explode, 
‘which fact proved the ship's 
salvation, - 

Only darkness saved tae Ger-- 
man battle cruisers from absolute 
destruction. 

Commander- yon "Hase adds 
that there was great relief when 
the next ‘morning the enemy was 
not sighted,.. for, with battered 
shipsand their ammunition almost 
all gone, the Germans could 
not have fought victoriously. * 

The Derflinger alone had 2C0 
killed.

VE SHIPBUILDING. 


COMPETITI 
One cannot fail to be struck these days by the very great 
amount of American tonnaze that is now.coming jntothe Port of 
Hongkong as compared with pre-war days. Time was, quite recent: 
ly, when there was not a single American line operating on the 
Pacific and mést-residents will remember the festival that was made 
of the occasion when the Pacific Mail line first re-commenced its 
operations less than four yearsego. The American flag had come 
back to the Pacific, it was said, and if it had only been given to those 
present cn that occasion to look forward into these dais it would 
hava been @ very surprising vision for them. What Hongkong is 
experiencing is typical of what is. going on all over’the 
world, namely keen competition between American and 
British tonnage. When one considers that building is still: going on 
repidly in both countries it is patent that the days are not far distant 


. when the cost of carrying goods will be very materially decreased 


by reason of thecompetitive elect. It is interesting to study the 
relationship. between British and American tonnage, and Lloyds 
Register annual shipbuilding returns which have recently been 
issued at Home are illuminating on this point. ~ 
The significant fact is that from the United States yards alone 
there was launched last year over. 4,000,000 tons of 
shipping, or well over half the tutal output of the 
world, Lest there should be any misconception of the 
character of this tonnage, it is well to bear in mind that nearly 34 
million tons of this output wasin steel ships. True it is, that the 
United States industry may bea less formidable competitor in the 
immediate future, as it is now known that, for the first time since 
the United States established a great shipbuilding industry, there is 
a@ larger tonnage under construction in the United ‘Kingdom than in 
the yards of the United States. If we read the situation aright, the 
latest figures mean that whilst Britain is gradually expanding her 
own industry, the United. States is consolidating her shipbuilding 


_ activities. In that.case it is the best of the United States yards which 


will remain &@ permanent addition to the industry, and these, beyond 
all doubt, will, even after making allowance for all the things -which 
tell in our favour, be a thorn in our bide formany yearstocome. It 
is recogyised, both in Britain and in the United States, that the 
present period is in a sense one of preparation for the real struggle 
to hold the lead in shipbuilding, and he would be a bold man who 
would venture aconfident prediction as to what may really happen in 
shipbuilding during the. next few.years, This, however, may be 
safely asserted, that, provided labour adopis an-attitude which takes 
‘necount:of economic conditions, the British industry ig better prepar- 
ed than some critics believe for a period of intense international 
competition. iain “ a : 
_A perusal of the statistics given makes it clear that there 
_other rivals looming behind the United States, Japan having made a 
Furprising advance with an output” of nearly 612,000 tons last 
year, while from Canadian yards 271,000 tons were put into the 
water. It may seem a harsh criticism, butone may say with truth, 
that the rest of the world is oflittle account, The United Kingdom 
andthe United States produced nearly gix million tone out ofa 
world total of a little ov ‘r seven million gross tons, ind-Jepan was 
responsible for nearly half thebalance. Canada ranked next, far 
ahead of all European countries. With the Dominion figures added 
to Britain's tote), the Empire output is around two millions. The 
current year should put tbis achievementin the shade, and when 
totals come to be counted at the end of 1920 there may not be much 
in it between the United States and tho United Kingdom. But 
looked at from whatever standpoint, it is clear that British shipbuild- 
ing and shipping is going through a time of test.

SCHOOL BOXING. ~ 

With the certain - snpport of 
His Excellency the Governor 
and the officials of the Hongkong 
Boxing Association, it is to be 
trusted that before loag the 
example set by the Kowloon 
British School in introducing 
boxing into school life will be 
followed by the other boys’ 
schools of the Colony, and that 
the sport will be given as much 
attention as other forms of re- 
creations j e _formation_af_a 
Schools’ Boxing League. With 
regard to the Anglo-Chinese 
Schools of the Colony, doubts 
are expressed as to ° the 
reception ,which . the idea 
will meet with the pupils 
Itmas not be generally known 
that the Chinese have their own 
style ofboxing,"which is a cross 
between ju-jitsu grips and blows 
inflicted with the open palm. 
The Chinese have been con- 
spicuous by their absence at the 
recent boxing contests, which 
fact has given rise to the sugges- 
tion that the British style, of 
boxing'is not in favour amongst 
them. Nevertheless, bearing in 
mind the popularity which other 
forms of Western sport have 
attained amongst the Chinese, it 
is not toomuch to hope thar with 
a little encouragement onthe part 
of the masters, boxing will one 
day flourish in connection with 
the Chinese schools of the Colony. 


SCHLESWIG'S FUTURE.

Reuter’s message to hand on 
Saturday not only definitely led 
of with the statement that the 
voting would result in favour of] 
Germany, but figures both in 
regard to Flensborg and the 
country, districts gave big 
majorities against Denmark. But 
here is what an Associated 
Press message from Copenhagen 
states ;-—" Official figures in the 
second plebiscite zone on the 
question of. the return of 
Schleswig-Holstein showed an 
overwhelming . majority against 
Germany. Germany did not 
receive a majority in any district.” 
The two messages are in direct 
conflict, but -we prefer to believe 
the latternews. It is inconceiv- 
able thatinhabitants ofSchleswig, 
which was torn from the Danes 
by Germany, would, when given 
the chance to return to Danish 
rule, vote in favour of the con- 
tinuance of German overlordship. 
German rule to them must have 
been even more unbearable than 
it was inthe case of the natives 
in what was formerly German 
Africa, 


AMERICA AND IRELAND. 


That madeap, De Valera, bas 
been busy in America again. An 
overnight cablesays that he has 
reviewed a semi-military pro- 
cession, estimated at 25,000 and 
including a thousand Indians, 
from the steps of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in New York. An 
additionally interesting fact is 
that the Governor of New York 

tate and the Mayor of New York 
occupied the reviewing stand. 
Now, when is this sort of thing 
going to end? The very nature 
of the procession is suggestive, 
yet we find prominent Americans 
not - only acquiescing in 
the business but giving it what 
may be termed official re- 
cognition. Does it never occur to 
some of these Americans that 
their attitude on these Irish 
demonstrations ‘and the ready 
supply of American gold for 
propaganda purposes materially 
encourages the further -estrange- 
ment of Ireland and the rest.of 
the British Isles? Irishmen who 
care to regard themselves as 
political refugees are, of course, 
entitled to go to America or 
anywhere else, but they have no 
tight, and they should not be 
permitted to do so, to conduct in 
foreign. ¢ountries — campaigns 
against the British Government. 
We wonder what our American 
friends would say if Britain gave 
shelter to Filipinos, encouraged 
them in their demands for self- 
determination and even allowed 
them to arrange semi-military 
teviews? They would rightly. 
say that the Filipino question is 
America’s business. We‘ retort 
that the Irish problem is ours.

With the arrival, to-morrow, of 
the D'Atcre Castle from New York, 
the eleven Curtiss eeaplanes 
which have been purchased by 
Mr. Ricou for the Far East Aerial 
Transport Company, will make 
their appearance at the local 
wharves, though in s form that 
will not satisfy the curiosity of 
the eager. They will all be pack- 
ed in separate pieces, in cases 
which will be tramsferred on to 
lighters for transportation to 
Macao. .

These machines which were 
purchased from the U.S. Naval 
Department, were all built to 
standard requirements, The 
cessation of war left a large 
surplus of these planes in its 
hands, and a niimber of them were 
similarly disposed of to private 
quarters. Originally built for 
the requirements of: the war, 
ther will needa little alteration 
in their fittings before they can 
be used as passenger craft. [ 
noticed in a recent issue of the 
Teleqraph the announcement 
made that five of Mr. Ricou's 
planes are of the largest type 
capable of carrying fourteen 
passengers or their corresponding 
weight in freight. They ...are 
fitted with Liberty motors and 
will use a special.brand of gaso- 
line obtainable from the local 
petroleum agencies.

Due regard to the weather as 
an important factor in the suc- 
cessful flight of the machines is 
indicated in the announcement 
that thé erection of a meteorologi- 
cal station willbe one of the first 
requirements ofthe new Company. 
This will give timely information 
tothe aviators of changes in the 
weather, which unhappily are a 
frequent feature in the atmos- 
pheric conditions of this part of 
the world. However, Mr. Bonnar, 
who is an experienced airman, 
entertains no apprehension on 
this count. ‘The monsoon at this 
time of the year may check the 
speed of a flight to Shanghai to 
some extent, but it-comes as, 
useful ally on the return trip 
south-eastward. In the event of 
typhoon weather there is always 
the recourse of ascending to a 
height that is outside the sphere 
of the atmospheric disturbances.

ACURRENCY AUTHORITY'S 
.WiEW. .

Mr. A. M. Samuel, M. P. for 
the Farnham division of Surrey, 

‘ declared to a London repre- 
sentative of the Manchester 
Guardian yecently that the 
present bad rate of exchange 
ja not one which on balance hurts 
Britain herself very much, al- 
though it does put up the price 
of food. It reacts in another 
way, in that the conversion of 
the pound into dollars at the 

_ present rate of exchange pre- 
vents America exporting goods 
in competition with British ¢x- 
ports, thus allowing for an in- 

, crease in. the’ British export}, 
trade all over the world. 

-“But I cannot forget,’ Mfr. 
Samuel added, “that es most of 
the Continental 
their payments to America 
through London the low value of 
the pound in New York is 
injurious in the highest degree to 
our Continental allies and other 
Continental nations. It prevents 
them buying raw material and 
foodsfrom America without which 
Europe cannot bé put on her.feet 
again. The worse the exchange 
is, the nearer the wholeof Europe 
is being passed towards starvation 
-and ruin.” 

_ Mr, A.M, Samuel; besides being 
onthe Executive Council of the 
Associated British Chambers of 
Commerce, is a recognised 
authority on questions of cur- 
rency. His solution of the pre- 
sent American-English exchange 
difficulty appears to be a drastic 
reduction of the importation from 
Americaofmanufacturedluxuries, 

. He goes even further and claims

The power thus conferred upon 
officials by the regulations in 
‘question has been badly abused, 
and indications at present are 
that thousands of pesos have been 
taken from the pockets of pro- 
ducers and merchants in the form 
of bribes. . 

It is definitely known that tes- 
timony has already been pre- 
sented to Government officials 
showing that thousands of pesos 
were «paid by one provincial 
merchant'to Government official 
and employees in that province in 
order to secure preferential class- 
ification forthe rice to beshipped 
out of the province and in order, 
to secure the necessary permit 
for its export. : 
Evidence to hand indicates that 
many officials are involved in the 
graft which has been practised at 
the expense of the rice mer- 
chants. The modus operandi was 
something as follows: When 
the producer or. -merchant 
desired to ship rice out of 
the area in which it was 
held ‘the authority of the 
provincial Treasurer's office was 
required. This could, in most 
cases, be secured through subor- 
dinates by the payment of a 
“small gratuity.” But the mat- 
ter did not end here. On the 
reilroad there are several freight 
classifications. The ‘employee i io 
question would, upon the payment 
of a large gratuity certify the 
Tice as “frat-class”* freight, and 
it would. go forward, while those 


necessary to secure this preferen- 
tial consideration found it well 
nigh impossible ta get their ship- 
ments moved.

THE HAIR. 


HOW ‘TO KEEP IT IN 
CONDITION. 


By reason of the fact that the 
roots of the hair are among the 
most delicate organs in the body, 
beauty experts state that the scalp 
should be treated with extreme 
care. Hair should ’be brusbed 
thoroughly, but not violently. 

Only a small strand of hair 
should be combed at atime. This 
should be held in the fingers of 
one hand, close to the roots while 
it is combed. The combing 
movement should be one slow, 
long stroke after another, to the 
endsof the. hair. : 

Aheavy, ropy appearance will 
result if hair is combed and 
brushed in two thick strands. In 
the Heal condition, with each 
hairstanding out individually, it 
forms a fluffy frame for the face. 

It is imperative for healthy 
hair,that it be brushed thorough- 
fy each night, to remove the dust, 
and liven circulation. An easy 
way to insure a long enough 
periol ‘of brushing, is to’ set a 
definite number of strokes, such 
as ore hundred strokes eacd night. 

If the hair is dry and brittle, it 
should be treated with vaseline 
or olive oil, rubb2d into the scalp 
in small quantities, each night’ 
for aperiod of eight or ten days. 
In doing this, care must be 
observed to.prevent the oil from 
getting into the hair itself At 
the end of the period of treatment 
the hair should ba shampooed 
ringed and’ dried in the open air 


and wnligh t." :
